ho as n tax payor Is of course In-

terested; and his benefits from such
sorvlco como Indirectly through tho
Increased prosperity and happiness
of his (armor customers.

Certainly tlicro should bo somo
mannor of determining whethor or
not the farmers want this service
Tho County court and all thoso con-

nected with tho service bollovod
whon tho appropriation was mado
(or tho service that tho (armors
wantod It.

Thcro wob nothing clso (or them
to do but to bollovo it. They had
lioforo thorn a largo group of farm-

ers requesting that tho
doslrod by tho Fodoral Department
nml tho Extension agents of O. A,
O. bo granted. Thoso farmers wero
taxpayers, just as aro those who
would abolish tho sorvlco, and ap-

parently at that time, at least
thoso who asked tho sorvlco repre-
sented tho desires ot tho people.
Thcro was no protost against tho
sorvlco. No ono of thoso who do-cla-

now thoy do not want It
boforo tho court tlion.

It might bo portlnont to ask:
"How Is tho county court to know
what tho pooplo want when ono
group appears and another docs
not?" If tho county court woro

with a sixth sonso and could
rond tho minds of tho majority and
know what each ono thinks, porhaps
thou It could ulwuys uct just as tho
majority want; but when ono group
takes so slight an Inturost In public
